MAJOR  INDUSTRIES 


The  major  industries  in  the  area  consist  of  an  iron  works  and  iron 
ore  mining,  a  tannery,  nylon  stocking  factory,  clothing  factory,  sportswear 
factory,  agriculture  and  the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at 
Windscale.  A  large  part  of  the  area  is  situated  in  the  Lake  District 
National  Park  and  attracts  many  visitors  in  the  summer  months

The  unemployment  position  in  Millom,  which  at  the  end  of  1964  had 
started  to  increase  slowly,  continued  to  increase  into  1965,  reaching  a 
peak  of  in  March.  Soon  afterwards  the  percentage  settled  at  approx. 

2.25&  and  remained  so,  or  fluctuating  a  little,  through  to  the  end  of  1965. 
The  unemployment  position  in  the  Nor the^Rc g ion  as  a  whole,  which  hitherto 
had  for  many  years  been  worse  than  Millom’ s,  settled  down  to  a  percentage 
closely  related  to  that  of  Millom  during  1965,  whilst  in  Great  Britain  as 
a  whole,  the  percentage  rate  of  unemployment  remained  very  steady  at 
or  a  little  less;  a  general  position  better  than  Millom  or  the  Northern 
Region. 

No  one  factor  noticeably  influenced  the  turn  over  of  unemployed 
adults  during  1965.  Frequent  changes  in  building  and  civil  engineering 
work  which  resulted  first  in  small  redundancies  and  then  pockets  of 
recruitment  was  balanced  by  fluctuations  in  demand  and  lack  of 
opportunities  in  local  manufacturing  industries. 

Ths  year  ended  with  the  employment  situation  in  Millom  in  a 
reasonably  good  position  with  prospects  of  additional  opportunities  from 
one  factory  extension  nearing  completion  and  one  new  steel  manufacturing 
process  showing  signs  of  success.

The  ambulance  service  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Ambulance  Officer, 

There  are  two  dual  purpose  vehicles  and  one  emergency  stretcher  ambulance 
stationed  at  the  Crown  Street  Depot,  Millom.  In  addition  there  is  a  Hospital 
Car  Service  provided  which  comes  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  In  the  main  these  cars  are  used  for  the  conveyance  of  non-urgent 
sitting  cases. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


The  Cumberland  County  Council  offers  a  chiropody  service  at  both  Millom  and 
Seascale,  for  the  eLderly,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 

Such  sessions  are  held  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  Millom,  and  on  each 
Wednesday  (except  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month)  at  Seascale.  Domiciliary 
treatment  is  also  available  when  needed. 

Recommendations  for  treatment  can  be  made  by  all  doctors,  health  visitors 
or  district  nurses  in  the  area.

Chemical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  various  supplies  throughout 
the  district  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plumbo-solvency  is  negligible. 
However,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  approved  a  bye¬ 
law  prohibiting  the  use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water 
services  intended  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption. 

(D)  Action  in  respect  of  any  for  of  Contamination 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  "chlorine  demand"  the  gathering  ground  of  that 
particular  source  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite 
frequently  contamination  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals, 
particularly  sheep.  These  carcasses  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere. 

The  area  whore  the  carcass  had  lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples  of 
water  going  into  supply  are  regularly  sent  from  all  supplies  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  mains  are  periodically  flushed. 

When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological  examination 
of  a  chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  and  tests  are  made  to 
ascertain  the  cause.  Further  samples  are  then  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriolc  examination  and  report.

Mill  on  Supply  Area 

During  1965  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Several  filter  shells  were  opened,  completely  overhauled  and  refilled  with 
new  filter  media. 

Rainfall  over  the  Bay stone  Bank  gathering  grounds  was  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  reservoir  at  a  reasonable  level  without  recourse  to  pumping 
from  the  Hole  House  Pumping  Station. 

Bootle  Supply  Area 

Fells ide  Filter  Station  worked  satisfactorily  during  1965.  Up  to  the  end 
of  April,  poor  pressures  were  experienced  at  certain  times  of  peak  demand  at 
Eskmeals  and  Monk  Moors.  On  May  1st,  this  district,  together  with  Newbiggin  and 
Waberthwaite  was  connected  and  supplied  from  the  new  Wastwater  supply  mains. 
After  this  date  supplies  throughout  the  area  were  adequate. 

Northern  Supply  Area  (Wastwater) 

During  1965  the  Northern  Parishes  Scheme  serving  the  area  from  Holmrook 
south  to  Eskmeals  was  completed,  44  properties  in  the  Waberthwaite  area  were 
connected  to  the  supply  system  in  addition  to  other  properties  in  the 
Greenlands  ahd  Santon  and  Eskdale  Area. 

Northern  Supply  Area  (Devoke  Water) 

With  the  completion  of  the  Northern  Parishes  Scheme,  less  than  20 
properties  are  now  supplied  from  this  source.

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  this 
Department  during1  the  year  ending  31st  December  1965 . 

The  variety  and  amount  of  work  continue  to  increase.  As  in  the 
previous  year,  the  Council  made  efforts  to  appoint  an  additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  but  again  their  efforts  met  with  no  success.  Two 
advertisements  for  a  Trainee  Public  Health  Inspector  also  failed  to  bring 
forth  any  applications  from  youths  with  sufficient  basic  qualifications, 
Partly_  to  meet  this  deficiency, a  technical,  assistant  was  enployed  with 
effect  from  the  1st  April.  However,  the  new  Building  Regulations  are  due 
to  come  into  operation  on  1st  February  1966,  and  most  of  his  time  will  be 
taken  up  in  dealing  with  matters  arising  from  these  Regulations. 

In  the  report  I  have  once  again  included  information  on  the  Council’s 
properties  and  services,  which  I  trust  the  Councillors  will  find  useful.

Three  dwelling  houses  have  also  been  provided  by  conversions/additions. 
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Housing  Pro^ame. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  to  provide  more  bungalows 
intended  for  occupation  mainly  by  aged  persons. 

During  the  year  the  second  stage  of  development  at  Wilson  Avenue, 
Haverigg  (viz;-  the  erection  of  fourteen  bungalows)  was  commenced  and 
completed.  The  third  and  final  stage  of  a  further  thirteen  bungalows, 
to  bring  the  total  on  this  site  to  forty-nine,  is  being  prepared,  and 
work  on  the  construction  should  commence  early  in  1966.  These  thirteen 
bungalows  will  be  provided  with  gas-fired  warm  air  heating. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  fifteen,  bungalows  at  Bootle  was  commenced 
during  the  year.  These  are  to  be  provided  with  electric  under  floor 
heating.  The  tenants  for  these  bungalows  will  in  the  main  bo  selected 
from  applicants  in  the  rural  part  of  the  District. 

Of  the  total  number  of  dwellings  for  which  tenants  are  selected  by 
the  Council,  11. 4$  are  bungalows.  'Then  the  bungalows  at  Haverigg  and 
Bootle  (referred  to  above)  are  completed,  the  percentage  will  be  14.7* 

Further  development  is  contemplated  at  liillom  in  relation  to  the 
advisory  plan  which  was  adopted  in  1964*  Unfortunately,  once  again  I  have 
to  report  delays  in  obtaining  the  necessary  land,  and  whilst  some  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  respect,  there  is  still  no  actual  construction  work 
in  hand,  and  unless  some  further  progress  is  made  quickly  the  continuity 
in  the  building  programme  will  be  broken.  Delays  in  the  building  of 
new  dwellings  mean,  in  turn,  that  only  little  progress  can  be  made  in  the 
demolition  of  old  properties.  The  advisory  plan  is,  however,  beginning 
to  have  an  effect  and  a  number  of  dwellings  in  that  part  of  the  town  which 
is  included  in  the  first  stage  of  the  scheme  are  now  empty. 

I  regret  that  once  again  it  must  be  reported  that  a  start  has  not  yet 
been  made  on  the  Part  II  and  Part  III  Accommodation  on  land  at  Lapstone  Road( 
Millom.  The  Council's  share  in  this  project  is  the  provision  of  ten  partial 
depen dancy  units. 

Delays  continue  with  the  provision  of  housing  at  Bnvenglass. 

An  advisory  plan  for  the  village  is  now  howuver  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Lake  District  Planning  Board.

MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS. 

One  Slaughterhouse  continued  to  operate  during  the  year.  This  is 
located  in  King  Street,  Ilillon  near  to  the  Auction  Mart.  It  is  owned  by 
a  private  company  and  is  used  by  all  the  butchers  in  the  district,  with  the 
exception  of  one  at  Soascale,  who  has  his  animals  slaughtered  at  '\7hitehaven. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  Millom  Slaughterhouse  were  inspected, 
despite  inconvenience  to  the  Inspectors  and  the  interruption  of  other  facets 
of  the  work  of  the  Department.  There  has,  however,  been  some  attempt  by  the 
Butchers  to  improve  the  slaughtering  times,  and  in  fact  very  little 
slaughtering  took  place  on  Sundays  during  1965.  Nevertheless,  by  the  end 
of  the  year  there  had  been  slaughtering  on  307  days  (as  compared  with  323 
days  the  previous  year  ).  This  involved  931  separate  visits  to  the 
Slaught  erhous o . 

The  sun  received  by  the  Council  as  Inspection  Fees  amounted  to  £248. 5. 3d. 

(£244* 13. Od.  in  1964). 

Amendments  to  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  with  regard  to  slaughtering 
hours  were  not  introduced,  as  might  have  been  anticipated.  This  item, 
however,  is  still  under  discussion,  but  there  will  undoubtedly  be  strong 
opposition  from  the  Trqxle  to  any  attempt  to  control  slaughtering  tines.
